THE KNITTING INDUSTRY. 


Tho knitting industry. which Wag start |. 


ed about 90 years ago ina small way, bas 
now become anv’ of the most important 
and flourishing businesses of Hongkong, 
reports Consul Leroy Webber. Employ- 
ment hag: been provided for about 4,000 
persons, and it is claimed that about 80 
per cent, of the local Chinese demand for 
socks and other ‘knitted products. is’ sup- 
| plied by these factorica, Chinese liviag 
abroad’ furnished ‘the necessyry capital 
and introduced modern machinery and 
western methods of knitting. The output 
of local factories in the beginning was 
chiefly underwear made from materials 
already coloured, and, owing to the long 
distance from the source of supply, fre- 
quently the colours of the yarns ordered 
were not in vogue by the time they arrived 
in Hongkong, However, this difficulty 
was eliminated later by the formation of 
a dyeing company, which now supplies the 
loeal needs. : . 
While the knitting industry started 


first with underwear, the output, 2 few |. 


years previous to .the war, included 
sweaters, stockings; socks,” and other | 
knitted articles. Competition was. first 
felt from the German goods, which wero 
at the time in marked favour, but with 
the advent of the war German competi- 
tion was eliminated, only to be supplant- 
od by Japanese. During the war Japan
